More money 
for meal plan

EL CERRITO — The city’s Com- 
mittee on Aging learned last week 
that the Meals on Wheels program 
is getting bigger, but not necessari- 
ly better. 

Meals on Wheels provides a hot 
meal to a home-bound senior citi- 
zen. The meals are delivered by vol- 
unteers. Because ‘the present pro- 
gram gets it meals prepared at 
Brookside Hospital, it is limited to 
60 participants, 

According to program coordina- 
tor Larry Rosenfeld, Congress ap- 
propriate” money last year to ‘‘fed- 
eralize’’ the program.

Senior services supervisor Katie 
Lewis told the Committee on Aging 
last week, ‘we really have not kept 
up with the program. I don't have 
time.” 


Until two years ago, the Friendly 
Visitors Program was coordinated 
through the county. Then it was 
taken over by the senior services 
office, where, according to Lewis 
“it sort of runs itself, at least su- 
perficially.” 

Ideally, the program involves 
trained volunteers who are knowl- 
edgeable about services in the com- 
munity. That way, if the person they 
are visiting (usually for an hour or 
sO once a week) 1s having other 
problems, the visitor knows where
